Washington, May i8-Special-The pro-Spanish tone 


ot the French press and government is awakening a feeling 
of resentment in official circles here, and may lead to retail 
atory action. 
The fact that Spain's flotilla received a wel 


• come and was permitted to coal and buy provisions at Mar- 


timque, a French port, in defiance of the obligations implied 
by the declaration of neutrality, is looked upon as an evi 
dence that no fair treatment can be expected 
from the 


French government. 
It lies in the power of the Washing 


ton government, however, to get even. 
Trade with France 


may be greatly hampered by a new construction of our 
customs laws, which will be looked upon as perfectly leg- 
itimate under the circumstances. 
The people of the Uni- 


,ted States are the French manufacturers' best customers 
By a simple ruling of the secretary of the treasury mill- 
ions of dollars in trade may be diverted from France to 
England and Germany in a month's time, and this will be 
done unless the French government is more circumspect 
in its conduct-more regardful of its obligation as a neutral 
power. The matter of retaliation is being seriously con- 
sidered by members of the cabinet.
